In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution of 
India, the Governor of Andhra Pradesh hereby makes the following amendments to the 
Andhra Pradesh Fisheries Service Rules, 1991 issued in G.O.Ms.No.316, Food & 
Agriculture (Fish.!) Department, Dated 09.04.1991 and as subsequently amended, from 


time to time:- 
AMENDMENTS 


In the said Rules:- 


I. In rule 3,- 





1. in the table under Class-| for the entries shown against category 4, the following 
entries shall be substituted, namely, —

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2. Under the table the following Note shall be deleted: 


“In the matter of appointment to the post of Assistant Director, the appointment by 
direct recruitment shall be against the first 3 vacancies in a unit of ten vacancies and the 
remaining 7 vacancies shall be filled by appointment by transfer” 


(II) In rule 6, for the figure and words “3 years of service”, the figure and words “2 years of 
service” shall be substituted. 


(Ill) In rule 9, for item(i) of para (c), the following shall be substituted, namely,- 

“Every person appointed to the service by direct recruitment as Fisheries Development 
Officer shall before the commencement of training, execute an agreement bond that he 
shall serve the Government for a period of three(3) years after completion of the training 
referred to in sub-rule (a).” 


(IV). For rule 10, the following shall be substituted, namely,- 


“Tests:- Every person appointed as Fisheries Development Officer by direct recruitment 
shall pass the following tests within the period of probation:-

Provided that : 


1.Candidates who hold a degree in Oceanography shall not be required to pass the 
Departmental Test.Il (in Four papers). Each part of the test will be treated as a 
separate unit and a person who is required to pass more than one paper shall be 
allowed to pass them one after another, after completion of their training. 


2. Candidates who have successfully completed the full course of Inland or Marine 
Fisheries Classes conducted by the Government of India or who possess a diploma in 
the Fisheries Technology and Navigation of a recognized polytechnic in the State of 
Andhra Pradesh shall not be required to pass the Departmental Test.I 


3. Candidates who possess Post Graduate Diploma in Fisheries Technology and 
Navigation awarded by the Technological Diploma Board shall not be required to pass 
the Departmental Test.|I. 


4. Candidates who have already passed the Test in Part.I| B Inland Fish culture under 
the old system, shall not be required to pass the test in Inland Fisheries under the new 
system. 


Note (i) If the candidates fail to complete the practical training satisfactorily, the period of 
training may be extended by three weeks in each subject, but he/she shall not be eligible 
for any pay and allowances for the period of such extension, if he/she is a direct recruit. 11 
he/she fails to complete the training satisfactorily even within the period of such extension, 
his/her name shall be removed from the approved list or his/her probation shall be 
terminated forthwith.
